Cain bid in the balance as US sex 
scandal grows 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican Herman Cain's bid 
for the party's presidential 
nomination was hanging in the 
balance yesterday amid grow¬ 
ing allegations of sexual ha¬ 
rassment, which he has 
dismissed as a smear cam¬ 
paign. 

Cain, who has had a mete¬ 
oric rise in the polls and now 
leads in the battle to be crowned 
the Republican's presidential 
nominee, insists he is innocent 
of harassing two women when 
he was the National Restaurant 
Association president between 
1996 and 1999. 

But US media reported that 
one of the women may break 
her silence, amid a legal move 
to override a confidentiality 
agreement made as part of a 
apparent paid settlement. 

And a Republican pollster, 
who is supporting Texas Go¬ 
vernor Rick Perry's rival pre¬ 
sidential campaign, also 
revealed that he had personally 
witnessed Cain acting inappro¬ 
priately back in the 1990s. 

"I was actually around a 
couple times when this hap¬ 
pened... so many people were 
aware of her situation and the 
fact that she left after this," 
Oklahoma political consultant 



Chris Wilson told CNN. 

"Everybody knew at the 
campaigns, with every cam¬ 
paign, that this would eventu¬ 
ally come up," Wilson added, 
saying the incident happened 
at a Virginia restaurant. 

But Wilson denied being 
the source of the story about 
the harassment allegations 
which first broke on Sunday 
on the Politico website, amid a 
wave of finger-pointing over 
who was really behind the 
leak. 

The normally smooth-talk¬ 
ing Cain appeared rattled 
Wednesday as he left a cam¬ 
paign event, telling reporters: 
"What part of 'no' don't dumb 
people understand? 

"There are factions that are 
trying to destroy me, perso¬ 
nally as well as this cam¬ 


paign," he blasted later at an 
event in northern Virginia. 

"But there is a force greater 
at work here that is much 
greater than those that would 
try to destroy me and destroy 
this campaign and this journey 
to the White House. And that 
force is called the voice of the 
people." 

Political experts said it was 
too early to say if the allega¬ 
tions would ultimately prove 
Cain's undoing as he bids to 
take on Democratic President 
Barack Obama in the Novem¬ 
ber 2012 elections. 

Washington news website 
Politico said on Sunday that 
two women had been paid off 
by the National Restaurant As¬ 
sociation after accusing Cain 
of sexual harassment. 

Cain belatedly conceded on 
Tuesday that he was aware that 
one woman, an employee of 
the association, had received a 
paid settlement, but denied any 
knowledge of the second al¬ 
leged case. 

His stumbling response, 
which has included several 
contradictions, has raised 
doubts about the political out¬ 
sider's ability to campaign 
under the harsh glare of the 
media spotlight. 


provocative with 
respect to the 
strategy of the 
Dutch govern¬ 
ment.

When we observe the 
global problems confronting 
us today with climate change 
from the perspective of food 
water and energy, we must 
have vision, ambition and 
courage. This is what I ad¬ 
mire so much about Aruba, 
said Dutch expert Rens 
Knegt.

Aruba to make history with 
an innovative barrio! 



Aruba Weather Review 
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ORANJESTAD - Just re¬ 
cently, the government of 
Aruba signed an agreement 
with the renowned TNO Dutch 
instution, to do research on 
various technologies and espe¬ 
cially alternative technology. 
This will entail some ambi¬ 
tious projects for Aruba. It is 
expected that these technolog¬ 
ical projects will showcase 
Aruba internationally. 

During a recent press con¬ 
ference, Minister of Enviro- 
ment and Infrastructure, Benny 
Sievinger, outlined a few of 
the projects discussed under 
the agreement with TNO. One 
such project is the creation of 
an innovative barrio. 

It is expected that TNO will 
make a giant contribution to 
the island. They are planning 
to sit down with FCCA (Aruba 


People’s Housing Program), 
and other developers to create 
a unique barrio as a sort of 
“Living Lab.” 

This is expected to be a 
technological barrio where 
various technological projects 
will be tested, such as through 
the use of the sun, wind and 
other elements that can be used 
domestically to reduce electric 
power consumption 

This new barrio will be 
showcased to the world. This 
is going to be their very first 
project. This new barrio will 
demonstate to the world how 
we can reduce our dependency 
on fossil fuel and reduce the 
cost of electrcity. The govern¬ 
ment also has a particular vi¬ 
sion with respect to building 
strucutres on the island. 

Regarding buildings, Sie¬ 


vinger pointed out that the 
rumor of the government tak¬ 
ing over the Brenchi Arends 
building is a false rumor...that 
the government is in the 
process of purchasing the old 
Brenchi’s building. According 
to Sievinger, the government 
has a management perspective 
for the center of Oranjestad 
and for San Nicolaas with re¬ 
spect to building structures. 
They believe that these build¬ 
ing structures can be economi¬ 
cally beneficial to the island. 

Sievinger intimated that if 
we believe that bringing Ri- 
etveld Art Acadmey to Aruba 
is beneficial to Aruba, we 
should want them to be estab¬ 
lished in the center of Oranjes¬ 
tad where their presence would 
create more activity and the 
traffic of people to the city cen¬ 
ter so as to increase sales for 
our mainstreet businesses. 

It is in this context that the 
government considers recon¬ 
structing old abandoned build¬ 
ings, for example in the 
Whilhelminastraat. 

According to the Minister, 
if the owner of a building is re¬ 
furbishing an old or empty 
building and the government 
can lend a hand by securing 
such a building for the Ri- 
etveld Academy, this will be 
beneficial both to the owner as 
well as to the barrio. 

Likewise, the government 
is intent on refurbishing their 
own buildings. They have al¬ 
ready begun drawing up the 
blueprints for the John F. 
Kennedy building. The Cen¬ 
sus Bureau, for example, will 
be moving to the old DOW 
building, once this is repaired. 
Then, this week a public ten¬ 
der will be issued for the old 
Tax Office building. The gov¬ 
ernment is attempting to re¬ 
duce the monies they are 
spending on the rent of differ¬ 
ent buildings. 


ORANJESTAD - The month 
of October was a “wet” month 
for Aruba even with a slight 
tremor. 

At the Meteorological Bu¬ 
reau we registered a total of 
173.6 mm of rain water. This 
was about 167% above the 
normal rainfall for Aruba. 
There were 10 days in the 
month of October with an ave¬ 
rage rainfall of 1mm. 

Between October 13 from 
as early as 8:00 in the morning 
up until October 14, 8:00 o’ 
clock that next morning a total 
of 91.6 mm of rainwater fell on 
the island, which was more 
than normal for the entire 
month of October. That 
amount of rain was a new 
record for the amount of water 
registered in a 24 hour period 
for the month of October. 

Said rainfall was related to 
a local torrential rain hovering 
over a specific area on the is¬ 
land. Other parts of the island 
remained dry with no rain. Be¬ 


cause the winds were very 
mild the rain clouds were not 
moving and this caused a 
heavy rainfall around the air¬ 
port. 

Around October 24th there 
were strong tropical winds 
East of Bonaire. Atmospheric 
signals indicated that Aruba 
would have gotten heavy rains, 
fortunately the system weak¬ 
ened and instead moved to the 
North. Hence, the result of this 
was that Aruba was spared 
heavy rainfall. 

The conditions in the Pa¬ 
cific and Atlantic regions con¬ 
tinue to present the possibility 
for heavy rainfall in the up¬ 
coming months... .November 
through to January 2012. 

On October 31st 2011 at 
4:37 am the Weather Bureau 
registered a tremor of a magni¬ 
tude of 2.2 Mw at 12.475N, 
70.188W or 20 Km Southwest 
of this Bureau. Several citizens 
felt this tremor at different lo¬ 
cations on the island.

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Labor Force Survey on local labor situation has begun in earnest 


ORANJESTAD - The Depart¬ 
ment of Labor & Investigation 
recently announced their an¬ 
nual survey scheduled to take 
place from October 31 st to No¬ 
vember 27th. Survey staff will 
be visiting every barrio on the 
island and will cover some 
2000 select addresses using a 
scientific format to collect in¬ 
formation regarding the 
Aruban labor force. 

The primary objective of 
the survey will be to give us 
a complete and actual view of 
our labor market for 2011. 
This is an important indica¬ 
tor; actually, they consider 
this a very important indica¬ 
tor. The data collected will in¬ 
dicate the level of 
unemployment on the island 
as well as the level of unem¬ 
ployment under the youth 


(ages 15 to 24) for 2011. Ac¬ 
cording to the Department of 
Labor, the work force on 
Aruba begins at age 14 on up. 
(Editor: this seems to contra¬ 
dict the law which reportedly 
prohibits the employment of 
persons under the age of 
16/18). 

This Labor Force Survey 
is a survey that is conducted 
in different countries around 
the world. It is a method to 
collect information regarding 
the population that is eco¬ 
nomically active or inactive 
with respect to the guidelines 
set by ILO (International 
Labor Force). Those that are 
economically active are per¬ 
sons of any sex who are em¬ 
ployed or are actively seeking 
employment during the pe¬ 
riod of the survey (Oct. 31st 


and onward). These persons 
together comprise our labor 
force. 

In principle, the statistics 
of a survey should include 
everyone in the labor force. 
However, pactically, it is 
customary that in a survey of 
this magnitude it becomes im- 
posible to reach every citizen 
individually. This is also the 
case for surveys of this sort 
internationally. Hence, in 
order to get a good view of 
the situation, a so-called 
“sample” is taken. A sample is 
a statistical method whereby 
through the use of computers 
an aleatorial selection is 
made. 

Said selection will be 
based on the registered labor 
force and in keeping with dif¬ 
ferent characteristics which 


are measured and representa¬ 
tive of every sector on the is¬ 
land. 

The sample method is one 
that is used internationally 
with the results of such sam¬ 
ples being determined scien¬ 
tifically. 

For the entire process of 
this survey here, the Depart¬ 
ment of Labor & Investiga¬ 
tion is pleased to have the 
cooperation of the Central 
Bureau of Statistics assisting 
them. The CBS did a so- 
called “random systematic 
simple” honed from their Ge¬ 
ographical Information Sys¬ 
tem. The CBS has much 
experience and expert knowl¬ 
edge of sampling and inves¬ 
tigative techniques with large 
scale surveys and research. 

In order to conduct this 


samling in the most relaible 
manner posible, they chose 
for a total of 2000 addresses. 
This, they believe is a large 
enough number to provide an 
accurate view representative 
of the entire labor force on 
Aruba. 

The results of such a sci¬ 
entific sampling will provide 
us with an accurate view of 
the economic situation of the 
population. 

It is expected that the 
community will lend their co¬ 
operation to render this sur¬ 
vey successful and provide us 
with reliable results.

NEW YORK (AFP)-Occupy 
Wall Street protestors in New 
York moved their fight from 
the street to the court Thurs¬ 
day, when dozens of people ar¬ 
rested while marching rejected 
a deal that would allow them 
to avoid trial. 

The first batch of 78 protes¬ 
tors from among hundreds ar¬ 
rested for disorder over the last 
six weeks filed into New York 
State court, nearly all of them 
telling a judge that they were 


innocent and demanding a jury 
trial to clear their names. 

Prosecutors had offered a 
deal in which protestors would 
see charges dismissed pro¬ 
vided they kept out of trouble 
for six months. The mass re¬ 
fusal raised the prospect of 
protestors clogging up a court 
system that will be obliged to 
provide each defendant with a 
trial lasting approximately a 
day. 

"There’s a general push," 
said Joshua Lewis, 23, after re¬ 


jecting the deal, known in 
legal terms as an adjournment 
in contemplation of dismissal, 
orACD. 

Like the others processed 
Thursday, Lewis was arrested 
on September 24 during a 
march in Manhattan’s Union 
Square area. 

Many more have been ar¬ 
rested in other incidents since 
then, including hundreds dur¬ 
ing a march across Brooklyn 
Bridge. They have not yet en¬ 
tered the court system. 

Protestors in court said their 
refusal to take the deal was a 
matter of principle. 

The protestors are charged 
mostly with disturbing the 
peace and resisting arrest. Tri¬ 
als could start as early as Jan¬ 
uary 9. 

Anyone found guilty faces 
a maximum of 15 days behind 
bars, although the sentence 
would typically be no more 
than community service or a 
fine, lawyers said. 

The surge in the courts 
comes as the Occupy Wall 
Street movement faces grow¬ 
ing challenges. 

In Oakland, California, a 
small group of protestors 
turned violent, throwing rocks 
and bottles at police, who re¬ 
sponded with tear gas. 

And in New York, where 
the movement started as a 
demonstration against govern¬ 
ment bailouts of Wall Street gi¬ 
ants, pressure is building for 
an end to the protest tent camp 
occupying a downtown square. 

On Wednesday, Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg said the 
camp's effect on local busi¬ 
nesses was becoming a prob¬ 
lem. 

The protest camp has also 
been marred by reports of un¬ 
savory behavior, including 
protestors urinating in the 
streets, theft and sexual abuse. 

New York media reported 
Thursday that a man had been 
arrested for allegedly groping 
a woman at the park and was 
suspected in other incidents.

Russia blasts US 
'merchant of death' 
verdict 



Viktor Bout, dubbed "the 
merchant of death" 


MOSCOW (ALP) - Russia 
said it had grave doubts about 
the guilty verdict handed 
down by a US jury to a 
Moscow businessman dubbed 
"the merchant of death" for 
his global arms trafficking. 

The larger-than-life tale of 
Viktor Bout — a 44-year-old 
who spoke multiple languages 
as he criss-crossed Africa and 
some of the world's most re¬ 
mote hot spots — inspired the 
2005 Nicolas Cage film "Lord 
of War". 

But Bout was ultimately 
found guilty by a New York 
jury of conspiring to sell a 
huge arsenal to individuals 
designated as terrorists by 
Washington and to kill US 
service personnel. 

The Russian foreign min¬ 
istry saw the case very differ¬ 
ently and angrily accused US 
authorities of breaking inter¬ 
national standards during both 
Bout's arrest and interroga¬ 
tion. 


It said pressure from the 
White House and poor prison 
conditions in Manhattan "put 
in doubt the very basis on 
which the charge was made 
and, accordingly, the fairness 
of the verdict itself." 

Deputy Loreign Minister 
Sergei Ryabkov said he ex¬ 
pected Bout’s case to be dis¬ 
cussed when President Dmitry 
Medvedev meets US counter¬ 
part Barack Obama for talks 
at a summit of Asian states in 
Hawaii this month. 

Bout, a former military 
translator looked despondent 
in a grey suit with a white 
shirt as he listened to the jury 
forewoman read out the ver¬ 
dict reached after fewer than 
eight hours of deliberations 
over two days. 

Bout could spend between 
25 years and life in prison 
after his Lebruary 8 sentenc¬ 
ing. His lawyers immediately 
promised to appeal and the 
Russian consulate offered 
continued legal assistance. 

Analysts said Russia is par¬ 
ticularly nervous about Bout's 
jailing because of his sus¬ 
pected links with the country’s 
military intelligence service 
and possible ties to arms trade 
officials who remain at their 
posts to this day. 

Bout was arrested in Thai¬ 
land after being caught in a 
tape-recorded US sting opera¬ 
tion and extradited for trial in 
2010. He is not targeted by 
any legal proceedings at home 
and lived in the open in 
Moscow.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Evi¬ 
dence against Michael Jack¬ 
son's doctor Conrad Murray is 
"overwhelming," a prosecutor 
said in closing arguments in 
the manslaughter trial Thurs¬ 
day. 

Assistant District Attorney 
David Walgren said Murray, 
charged with involuntary 
manslaughter in Jackson's 
2009 death, violated a "sacred 
trust" between doctor and pa¬ 
tient and caused the death 
which left the pop star’s three 
children fatherless. 

"The evidence in this case 
is overwhelming... that Con¬ 
rad Murray acted with crimi¬ 
nal negligence, that Conrad 
Murray caused the death of 
Michael Jackson, that Conrad 
Murray left Prince, Paris and 
Blanket without a father. 

"For them this case doesn't 
end today or tomorrow or the 
next day, for Michael's chil¬ 
dren this case will go on for¬ 
ever, because they do not have 
a father," he said. 

And he added: "They do 
not have a father because of 
the actions of Conrad Mur¬ 
ray." 

Murray, 58, is accused 
with causing Jackson's death 
by giving an overdose of the 
surgical anesthetic propofol, 
combined with other seda¬ 
tives, on June 25, 2009 to help 
the King of Pop sleep. 

The defense has argued 
that Jackson was a desperate 
drug addict who caused his 
own death by taking more 
medicines while Murray was 
out of the room at the star's 
rented mansion in Los Ange¬ 
les. 

But Walgren said the doc¬ 
tor was in charge, and could 
not escape the responsibility 
for the drugs which killed 
Jackson. 

"The doctor is the decision 
maker. The doctor is the one 
entrusted with medical 
knowledge... who at the end 
of the day makes the deci¬ 
sion... (for) the well-being of 
the patient. 

"A doctor has a... solemn 
obligation to first do no 
harm... Conrad Murray vio¬ 
lated that sacred trust each 
and every day," he added, 
speaking directly to the seven- 
man, five-woman jury.

Biggest public sector union backs November walkout 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain’s 
biggest public sector union on 
Thursday voted to back a na¬ 
tional strike on November 30 
over pension reforms, despite 
the government offering sev¬ 
eral changes to try to avert the 
action. 

Unison, whose members 
include nurses, social workers, 
care assistants and police staff, 
said 245,358 of its members 


voted in favour of the walkout, 
with 70,253 against. 

"The decisive 'yes' vote in 
the ballot reflects the deep 
concern that our members 
have over government minis¬ 
ters' proposals for their pen¬ 
sions," said the union's general 
secretary, Dave Prentis. 

Unison sent out 1.1 million 
voting papers to its members - 
- the biggest ballot in union 


history — with a strong recom¬ 
mendation to back the strike. 

On Wednesday, ministers 
laid out several changes to the 
proposed reforms, but while 
Prentis said it was a "marked 
improvement" on earlier pro¬ 
posals, they did not go far 
enough for the union. 

"We support the Trades 
Union Congress' day of action 
on November 30, but will be 


negotiating right up to then 
and beyond to get a fair deal 
for our members," he said. 

"I urge the trade unions to 
devote their energy to reaching 
agreement and not to unneces¬ 
sary and damaging strike ac¬ 
tion." 

Trade unions have dubbed 
the November strike as the 
biggest mobilisation of state 
workers for a generation.

G20 to agree to boost IMF war chest 


CANNES (AFP) - The world's 
biggest economies will agree 
to increase the International 
Monetary Fund's resources to 
help tackle the European debt 
crisis, officials at the Group of 
20 summit said yesterday. 

Countries will be allowed 
to make voluntary contribu¬ 
tions to boost the war chest of 
the IMF, the world's lender of 
last resort, said sources close to 
the negotiations at the G20 
meeting in Cannes, France. 

"States that wish to, can, 
from around the autumn of 
2012, raise their bilateral par¬ 
ticipation in IMF resources," 
said the source, quoting a para¬ 
graph from the G20 declara¬ 
tion, to be issued today at the 
end of their summit. 

The IMF currently has 
around $400 billion (291 bil¬ 
lion euros) at its disposal but 
there have been growing fears 


that it is too small to tackle a 
crisis that could force Greece 
from the eurozone and drag 
down Italy. 

British Finance Minister 
George Osborne had earlier 
confirmed that the G20 leaders 
had discussed increasing their 
funding for the 187-nation or¬ 
ganisation, although he de¬ 
clined to confirm the deal or 
give any figures. 

"The international commu¬ 
nity has also accepted that it 
needs to address the general 
global economic situation and 
there is a debate that has 
begun, but not concluded, 
about increasing resources to 
the IMF," Osborne told re¬ 
porters. 

"There are certainly no 
numbers yet and I suspect that 
those discussions will not con¬ 
clude until tomorrow," he said. 

Australian Prime Minister 


Julia Gillard said that talks 
would continue "through the 
night" on the extent of meas¬ 
ures to boost the IMF. 

The Washington-based 
IMF's resources were boosted 
by a deal in 2010 which dou¬ 
bled the amount paid into the 
fund by its biggest-contribu- 
ting member states, which in¬ 
clude the United States and 
Britain. 

That agreement was meant 
to take effect a year from now 
but several national parlia¬ 
ments have yet to ratify it, so 
in the meantime member states 
have made temporary re¬ 
sources available to the IMF 
through lending agreements. 

But under the deal in the 
communique, the temporary 
arrangements will become per¬ 
manent if the member coun¬ 
tries chose to make them so, 
the source said. 


Greek PM says ready to drop referendum 


ATHENS (AFP) - Greek Prime 
Minister George Papandreou 
yesterday said he was ready to 
scrap plans for a referendum 
on an EU bailout plan, as top 
European leaders continued to 
pile the pressure on the embat¬ 
tled leader. 

As Finance Minister Evan- 
gelos Venizelos cautioned that 
Greece needed by December 
15 an eight-billion-euro ($11- 
billion) slice of aid put on ice 
since the prime minister's 
shock announcement, Papan¬ 
dreou resisted fresh calls to re¬ 



sign. 

"The referendum was never 
an end in itself," Papandreou 
told an emergency cabinet 
meeting called a day after 
angry EU leaders summoned 
the prime minister after being 
wrong-footed by the referen¬ 
dum plan. 

Papandreou's apparent 
change of heart emerged after 
the conservative opposition — 
which had vehemently ob¬ 
jected to the government's loan 
agreements with its creditors - 
- said it would support the 100-

billion-euro EU bailout. 

"We had a dilemma -- either 
true assent or a referendum. I 
said yesterday, if the assent 
were there, we would not need 
a referendum," Papandreou 
said, according to a statement 
from his office. 

"We must hail the fact that 
(main opposition party) New 
Democracy will vote for the 
loan deal." 
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Fears of Europe spillover 
hit second US firm 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Worries that Europe's eco¬ 
nomic crisis may engulf US fi¬ 
nancial houses spiked 
yesterday, with shares in in¬ 
vestment bank Jefferies pum- 
meled amid speculation about 
its exposure to EU debt. 

Just days after the collapse 
of broker MF Global, investors 
turned their attention to Jef¬ 
feries Group, pushing its 
shares down 7.5 percent and 
forcing management to deny 
the firm was in peril. 

The fear over Jefferies was 
sparked after a ratings down¬ 
grade by Egan-Jones Ratings, 
citing a document that ap¬ 
peared to show Jefferies expo¬ 
sure to Europe in the order of 
$2.7 billion. Jefferies said 
counter positions mean its net 


exposure was just $38 million. 

"Recent reports and calcu¬ 
lations appear to have been fo¬ 
cusing only on long inventory 
of $2,684 billion but not taking 
into account the fact that there 
were offsetting short positions 
in such sovereign debt of 
$2,545 billion as well as offset¬ 
ting positions in futures instru¬ 
ments," said the firm. 

But investors remained 
skittish. 

"Everyone is worried that 
Jefferies could become a new 
MF," said Gregori Volokhine 
of Meeschaert Capital. 

"It is not the case, but when 
the seeds of doubt are planted 
in the minds of investors and 
customers it's very bad. This is 
the damage."

Swimming star Thorpe admits 
comeback 'may fail 1 



SINGAPORE (AFP) - Swim¬ 
ming legend Ian Thorpe admit¬ 
ted Thursday that his 
ambitious comeback from re¬ 
tirement was probably doomed 
to failure as he prepares for his 
first race in five years. 

The five-time Olympic 
gold-medallist also played 
down his rivalry with Ameri¬ 
can star Michael Phelps, which 
could be one of the highlights 
of next year's London Games. 

Thorpe, 29, said he was 
nervous before returning to ac¬ 
tion at this week's short-course 


World Cup event in Singapore 
but had accepted that he may 
not be a winner again. 

"I looked at it and I said, 
'You know what? The chances 
are you're probably going to 
fail at this'. And I was comfort¬ 
able with that fact. If you can 
become comfortable that, you 
can actually accomplish any¬ 
thing," he said. 

"It (failure) still is the most 
likely outcome and frankly I 
don't care. I like what I'm 
doing, I like the training that 
I'm doing and I love that I have 


this opportunity." 

But Thorpe, who remained 
hopeful of returning to his best 
form, said he was not moti¬ 
vated by thoughts of facing 14- 
time Olympic champion 
Phelps, who once idolised the 
Australian. 

Thorpe stunned swimming 
when he announced his retire¬ 
ment in 2006, aged just 24, and 
February's surprise announce¬ 
ment of a comeback had a sim¬ 
ilar effect. 

Australia coach Leigh Nu¬ 
gent said Thorpe looked in 
great shape and backed his de¬ 
cision not to swim freestyle in 
Singapore as he eases his way 
back into competition. 

"He looks pretty good to 
me. Technically he's excel¬ 
lent... physically he looks as 
good as he's ever looked," Nu¬ 
gent said, adding that Thorpe 
was enjoying being back in the 
Australian team.

LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Floyd 
Mayweather will return to the 
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ring on May 5, 2012, and his 
advisor told ESPN that he 
wants to finally fight Filipino 
icon Manny Pacquiao in a 
much-anticipated showdown. 

The US-based sports net¬ 
work’s website reported 
Thursday that Leonard Ellerbe 
says Mayweather, 42-0 with 
26 knockouts, wants the 
biggest possible fight for his 
next bout, with none more 
long-awaited than a slugfest 
with Pacquiao. 

Fight fans also know how 
painful the last talks were 
about putting Pacquiao and 
Mayweather in the ring to¬ 
gether. 

Talks in 2009 fell apart 
when Mayweather insisted on 
extra blood tests beyond those 
typical for Las Vegas match¬ 
ups. 

Pacquiao did not want the 
disruption of random testing 
so close to the fight and talks 
fell apart on what could be the 
top-grossing fight in boxing 


history. 

Mayweather, 34, still faces 
a slander lawsuit from Pac¬ 
quiao over comments made 
while trying to push the blood 
tests, the Asian superstar 
claiming that Mayweather 
called him a dope cheat. 

Mayweather says he only 
questioned why Pacquiao 
would not take blood tests near 
fight night. 

Mayweather took a 16- 
month break from boxing be¬ 
tween a victory over Shane 
Mosley in May of last year 
and a knockout of Victor Ortiz 
on September 17. 

The move comes as Pac¬ 
quiao prepares to face Mex¬ 
ico’s Juan Manuel Marquez on 
November 12 at Las Vegas 
and follows a history of May¬ 
weather liking to talk up his 
bouts as Pacquiao prepares to 
fight. 

Mayweather still faces two 
court dates; the first today for 
poking a security guard in the 
face in a confrontation over 
parking tickets last November. 

A December 21 evidence 
hearing is also set on felony 
and misdemeanor charges 
against Mayweather over an 
altercation with former girl¬ 
friend Josie Harris and their 
two children. 

Mayweather, whose attor¬ 
neys have denied any wrong¬ 
doing by their client, faces up 
to 34 years in prison if con¬ 
victed of striking and threaten¬ 
ing Harris, stealing her mobile 
phone and threatening their 
children. 


But only made his first title 
defense last October, stop¬ 
ping Russia’s Valery Brudov 
in the 11th round in Panama. 

Jones was to have fought 
last June against unbeaten 
American Ryan Coyne but 
Jones tripped when leaving 
the ring after a training ses¬ 
sion and suffered a back in¬ 
jury. Jones has adopted a 
more relaxed pre-fight regi¬ 
men this week. 

”I’m actually very relaxed. 
I’ve done all my work. I know 
what I’m going to do,” Jones 
said.

Djokovic powers 
up his game with 
quick Basel win

BASEL (AFP) - Novak 
Djokovic crushed Lukasz 
Kubot 6-2, 6-4 as the top seed 
at the Swiss Indoors showed 
on Thursday that his untouch¬ 
able form is rapidly returning 
after six weeks out with injury. 

Djokovic, who had to 
struggle in his opening match 
over three sets, was absolutely 
untroubled by the Polish qual¬ 
ifier ranked 64th in the world, 
going through to the quarter¬ 
finals in just 54 minutes. 

M Today was a really com¬ 
fortable match," said the 
world number one. "I felt 
good on court. I'm happy to be 
playing better. 

"This was the goal, I ex¬ 
pected that I would struggle 
with rhythm after not playing 
for six weeks. But I have no 
complaints with my game. 

Champion in 2009 and a 
losing finalist against Roger 
Federer in 2010, Djokovic 
will now face in-form Florian 
Mayer, who followed up a 


third-round upset of Rafael 
Nadal in Shanghai with a 6-3, 
6-1 defeat of Ivan Ljubicic. 

"I'm surprised by this win, 
but I have so much confidence 
from beating Nadal. I know on 
my best game I can defeat 
anyone," said the 22nd-ranked 
Mayer. 

Djokovic lifted his impres¬ 
sive 2011 record to 66 wins 
and three defeats as he won 
again after overcoming a back 
injury that he called the worst 
of his career. 

Japan's Kei Nishikori con¬ 
tinued his Shanghai momen¬ 
tum after a run to the 
semifinals in China. 

The 21-year-old, who 
stands as Asia's best-ranked 
player with a 32nd ranking, 
easily overcame Italian An¬ 
dreas Seppi 6-3, 7-6 (7/4). 

The week ended early for 
American James Blake, with 
the 31 -year-old exiting at the 
hands of Mikhail Kukushkin 
6-3, 6-4.

Boxing: Jones set to defend 
cruiserweight crown 



HOLLYWOOD (AFP) - 
Panama's Guillermo Jones 
will defend his World Boxing 


Association cruiserweight 
crown on Saturday against 
American Mike Marrone, 
who drops down from heavy¬ 
weight for his first world title 
fight.
